The Oakland Invaders are committed to winning, but their quest for 
success reaches far beyond the football field. 

The 1983 USFL Pacific Division champions are determined to rack up 
victories of another kind with the most comprehensive community involve- 
ment program in professional sports today. 

“When we began planning all the elements. of organization and develop- 
ment for the Oakland Invaders, we were very conscious of our responsibil- 
ities to the communities which we serve," said Invaders President Tad Taube. 
“Becoming involved in programs which would give us an opportunity to 
discharge those obligations, to become a true community resource, was a 
major element in implementing plans for our franchise. 

“We wanted to be certain that we put back as much as we took with respect 
to the communities which support us," he added. 

And put back they have. Notable programs developed by the Invaders 
include the unique Send-a-Teen program and the USF/Invaders Athletic 
Foundation. 

But that's only the beginning of a long list of projects to which the Invaders 
are lending their support. The list includes Marines Toys for Tots, Save High 
School Sports Program, Dan O'Hara Handicapped Awareness Foundation, 
Oakland Mayor’s Toy Drive, Salute to High School Football Program, 
Oakland Mayor's Summer Job Program, special high school trainer and 
equipment clinics and Oakland's YMCA development campaign, 

Between the Marines Toys for Tots Program and the Mayor's Toy Drive in 
Oakland, thousands of gifts for hundreds of underprivileged children were 
raised during the holiday season last year. Many Invaders players made 
numerous appearances throughout the Bay Area, giving a tremendous boost 
to the effort of collecting toys for the needy youngsters. 

Seldom has the future of high school sports been in greater jeopardy. 
Working with high school booster club officials, the Invaders are currently 
aiding local campuses through fund-raising efforts to save potentially dying 
high school sports programs, 

The Invaders also have been highly supportive of the O'Hara Foundation 
which benefits thousands of handicapped children and adults each year 
through fund-raising activities and awareness programs. Last December, 
Invaders players signed hundreds of autographs and Blue Angels cheer- 
leaders performed several dance routines, adding greatly to the Dan O'Hara 
Christmas Party which attracted over 2,000 severely handicapped Bay Area 
children. 

Appreciative of their first-year support, the Invaders paid tribute to a large 
number of local high schools last fall by presenting school principals with 
special commemorative plaques. Invaders players went to their former high 
schools to make these special presentations. 

In addition, the Invaders launched an exciting new program last fall which 
enabled club officials the opportunity to evaluate practices performed by 
local high school trainers and football equipment personnel. Visiting different 
East Bay high schools on a weekly basis, Invaders Equipment Manager John 
Daggett, Trainer Jim Anderson and his assistant, Scott Hefner, analyzed a 
school’s training set-up and aided coaches in evaluation of their football

The Invaders’ staff also addressed on a wide variety of topics including 
preventative training methods, equipment use, professional training tech- 
niques and issues relating to substance abuse. 

The Invaders also are lending their support to the development of a new 
Y.M.C.A. building scheduled for completion in downtown Oakland later this 
year. 

In recognition of the Invaders’ community involvement, the mayors of 22 
Bay Area communities proclaimed June 25, 1983, as “Oakland Invaders 
Day.” Commemorating the effort, city mayors awarded the Invaders with 
proclamations, all of which hang prominently in the team's administrative 
Office. 

Spearheading many of the Invaders’ community efforts is retired All-USFL 
tight end Raymond Chester, who now serves as the club's vice president, 
community relations. Chester, who had perhaps his best pro season with the 
Invaders in 1983, was named Dodge/USFL Man of the Year for his communi- 
ty involvement in the Bay Area. 

“A big part of my role with the Invaders is to establish a bond with every 
Bay Area community,” noted Chester. “We want to share our growth with 
children, the elderly, the underprivileged . . . everyone. We're proud that we

had the opportunity to be involved with nearly every major community- 
oriented project during our first year of operation. We're striving to improve 
our effort by 100 percent in 1984.” 

In addition to their support of major programs, Invaders administrative and 
player personnel are continuously taking part in the Invaders ongoing 
speaker's bureau program, making appearances before hundreds of com- 
munity groups. Some of these involvements Include the Special Olympics, 
Sickle Gell Anemia, March of Dimes, American Heart Association, Muscular 
Dystrophy Telethons, Cystic Fibrosis Foundation, United Way, Red Cross, 
Jerry Lewis Telethon and many others. 

Dedicated to community involvement as much as anyone in the Invaders’ 
entire organization is John Ralston, Invaders head coach and general 
manager. Ralston has been involved with hundreds of clubs, organizations 
and charitable groups throughout his long and distinguished career. Actively 
involved in many Bay Area communities, Ralston is a regular guest at 
Kiwanis, Lions, Rotary, Elks and many other service organizations. He also 
has been highly supportive of the Special Olympics, Big Brothers, Multiple 
Sclerosis, Project Sports, Boys Clubs, the Greater San Jose Sports Associ- 
ation, the National Football Foundation for Scholar High School Athletes, 
Bays Scouts of America and the Cancer Society to name only a few. He also 
makes frequent appearances at U.C. Berkeley, Stanford and other colleges 
and universities in the Bay Area. 

“| believe the Invaders perhaps are the most community-minded organiza- 
tion in professional sports,” said Taube. “And, that's something we want to 
continue for many years to come. We have a community relations depart- 
ment that encourages players and staff to appear at community groups, 
hospitals and schools. We want to get the word out that the Invaders are here 
to offer support any way we can.” 

It should be no surprise that the Invaders are making themselves highly 
visible in the community. After all, Taube has distinguished himself as much 
for community service and philanthropy as for his impressive accomplish- 
ments in the business world. Taube's community credentials include his 
work as president of the Koret Foundation, one of the largest private 
philanthropic foundations in the United States. He also serves as a trustee of 
the University of San Francisco, as a member of the board of governance of 
the College of Notre Dame and as a governor of the Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem. In 1981, Taube became a founder of Stanford University's Center 
for Economic Policy Research and serves on the Executive Committee of 
Associates for the Center. Taube also serves as director of the Jewish 
Community Federation and the Home for the Aged. He is a former director of 
the San Francisco Art Institute and the National Conference of Christians and 
Jews and has been a member of the Bay Area Council and the Common- 
wealth Club. He is a director, former president, and former chairman of the 
California Housing Council and has served on numerous other community 
and corporate boards and advisory councils. 

The community presence of the Invaders is endless. Through his involve- 
ment with the Koret Foundation, Taube helped to focus foundation attention 
on numerous welfare, community and educational programs, particularly in 
the East Bay where the Koret Foundation had not previously been active.

ATHLETIC FOUNDATION 


The University of San Francisco/Oakland Invaders Athletic Foundation 
was established in 1983 for the purpose of offering a series of programs 
designed to overcome problems which are generally inherent to professional 
athletes and/or to college athletes who aspire to a professional athletic 
career. 

Initially, these programs will concentrate on program development and 
application opportunities at USF and with the Oakland Invaders. The long 
range goal of the foundation is the expansion of the program to a broader 
base of academic institutions and professional teams, and serve as a 
national center and model for research into problem areas for the profes- 
sional or aspiring professional athlete. 

The founding board of trustees of the foundation is comprised of USF 
President Rev, John LoSchiavo, S.J.; Rabbi David Davis, assistant vice 
president of university relations; and USF trustee and Invaders President 
Tad Taube. 

“The problems facing today’s professional athletes have been given much 
publicity,” Taube said, “but this is the first program within a major university 
that attempts to focus on and find solutions for these problems. The Invaders 
are pleased to be a catalyst in bringing the excellent academic resources at 
USF to the betterment of professional sports.” 

Funding for the foundation comes primarily from private and corporate 
contributions, from broad-based foundations and from professional sports 
organizations. Some of the programs will be funded directly through grants, 
tuition and sources normal to USF's academic pursuits, 

Counseling and services to athletes while in college will better enable them 
to deal with the pressures and uncertainties in the confusing world of 
professional athletics in America today,” said LoSchiavo. 

Rabbi Davis, who has counseled athletes at USF over the years, agrees 
with the definite steps that now are being taken, “The problems of physiologi- 
cal stress on athletes in our society is reaching crisis proportions,” he said. 

The foundation will address issues that are of special significance to 
professional and/or would-be professional athletes. These include the fol- 
lowing areas of emphasis: 


® Completion of Academic Requirements of Degree Attainment: The 
obtaining of a degree is a major problem area for many athletes. In most 
instances the failure to get a degree is not keyed to intellectual limitations but 
rather to the heavy emphasis on non-academic diversions and opportunities 
as in the potential of a professional sports career. The foundation will 
provide a variety of incentives while assisting student and professional 
athletes in the completion of their undergraduate degree. The foundation will 
provide a variety of incentives leading to degree completion, including 
scholarships, independent study program and extension programs. Many of 
the foundation's academic programs will be administered at USF and other 
Bay Area colleges and universities. 


® Vocational Counseling, Guidance and Research Programs: The typical 
professional athlete has seldom been properly equipped to make the 
transition from professional sports to permanent career. The foundation will

work with programs based at USF to provide vocational counseling tailored 
to the needs of professional athletes pursuing a career in professional 
sports. The foundation will also develop study-grant programs under liaison 
or supervision of USF professors or acknowledged experts in vocational 
training. 

In addition, the foundation will eventually establish a job placement center 
specifically oriented to the job and career needs of professional athletes. 


e@ Drug/substance abuse prevention: The stresses and pressures of college 
and professional sports often create an environment which is conducive to 
possible drug and/or other substance problems. The foundation will provide 
grants for research into those factors which contribute to substance abuse in 
addition to working directly with contractors who specialize in substance 
abuse prevention among athletes. Eventually, a substance abuse research 
center designed to study the problem and develop successful methods of 
abuse prevention will be funded at USF by the foundation. 


e USF as learning center: Seminars, Symposia and Library: USF will serve 
as a learning center for the foundation's organization of seminars, symposia 
and special programs. It will also serve as the resource center for a library 
and other foundation-related materials.

Invaders President Tad Taube turned a coin flip into a 
Pacific Division championship in just over 14 months, and 
in 1984 his sights are set on winning the USFL Champion- 
ship Game. 

Along with that goal, Taube, as a member of the USFL 
Executive Committee, has made a commitment to the 
steady growth and development of the league. His input 
has been an important factor in helping to formulate the 
league's television policies, including the proposed use of 
instant replay as an aid to officiating. 

Taube's involvement with the USFL began as a minority partner to Jim 
Joseph, the original owner of the Bay Area franchise. Just prior to the official 
announcement of the USFL's formation on May 12, 1982, the Los Angeles 
franchise (soon to move to Phoenix) became available. 

Taube decided to join the ranks of team owners and he and Joseph, a long- 
time friend and business associate, met at Vince's restaurant in San Mateo 
to “flip for a franchise.” 

"Heads" meant Taube would stay in the Bay Area and Joseph would go to 
L.A. The coin came up heads, and on June 25, 1983, the Oakland Invaders 
played “heads up" football, beating the Boston Breakers, 17-16, to clinch the 
Pacific Division title. 

While his responsibilities with the Invaders and the league's Executive 
Committee require much of his time, Taube's business interests outside of 
football principally involve his direction (as chairman) of Woodmont Compan- 
ies, a diversified real estate investment, development and management 
company he formed in 1964. 

From 1959 to 1964, prior to forming Woodmont Companies, Taube was 
vice president and director of E-H International, an Oakland-based electron- 
ics equipment manufacturer. 

Once the Woodmont Companies were on track, the entrepreneurial Taube 
ventured into other industries. In 1969 he co-founded Siltec Corporation, 
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second-largest domestic silicon wafer manufacturer; then in 1973 he engi- 
neered a turn-around of Koracorp Industries, Inc., a major — but ailing — 
apparel conglomerate with operations in the U.S., Canada, Europe and the 
Orient. Taube served as chairman and chief executive officer of Koracorp 
until he negotiated its merger with Levi Strauss & Co. in 1979. 

His business dealings also have led him to the classroom where he 
lectured at the University of California and the College of San Mateo as well 
as before business and professional groups. He has been a director of the 
California Housing Council since 1979, was elected president in 1981 and 
chairman in 1982. Taube is a former member of the National Council of Better 
Business Bureaus and the American Association of Apparel Manufacturers. 

A philanthropist active in civic and community affairs, Taube serves as 
president and director of the Koret Foundation, one of the largest private 
foundations in the U.S. He serves as trustee of the University of San 
Francisco, trustee of the USF/Invaders Athletic Foundation and governor of 
the College of Notre Dame. He is past president and director of the American 
Friends of the Hebrew University and serves as governor of the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem. 

In 1981 Taube became a founder of Stanford University’s Center for 
Economic Policy Research and serves on the Executive Committee of 
Associates for the center. He is a former director of the San Francisco Art 
Institute and the National Conference of Christians and Jews and has been a 
member of the Bay Area Council and the Commonwealth Club. 

Born April 1, 1931, in Krakow, Poland, Taube grew up in Los Angeles and 
attended Stanford University. After receiving his bachelor’s degree in indus- 
trial engineering in 1954, he earned his master's degree in industrial 
management in 1957. 

He served in the U.S. Air Force and worked in engineering capacities with 
Ampex Corporation and Wesix Electric Co, 

He is married to the former Michele Gadd. Children: Mark, Paula, Sean and 
Juddson. 


JOHN RALSTON 
Head Coach and General Manager 


John Ralston gave the United States Football League 
credibility when he became the league's first full-time 
employee. He gave northern California what it wanted, 
too — the 1983 Pacific Division championship — and now 
the Oakland Invaders’ head coach and general manager 
wants to go a Step further. 

“Our No. 1 goal, above anything else, is to win the USFL 
Championship Game,” he said. “No matter what else we 
accomplish this year, it won't really mean much without 
winning the league title.” 

Ralston has demonstrated his desire to win and his positive approach to 
life during 32 years as a football coach and administrator. He has a career re- 
cord of 129-90-7 in 19 seasons as a head coach in college and pro football, 
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Ralston is a firm believer in self-improvement and positive reinforcement. 
lf a person works hard, maintains a positive attitude and doesn't give up, he 
says, success will be achieved. 

Guiding the Invaders to a 9-9 record in their inaugural season, Ralston had 
some bittersweet feelings following his team’s 37-21 loss to the Michigan 
Panthers in the divisional playoffs. 

“It was a very difficult loss because we were just a game away from the 
USFL Championship Game, but it gave me a very warm feeling to see over 
60,000 people cheering so strongly at a USFL game. Everyone in the league 
should be proud of that.” 

That crowd of 60,237 at the Pontiac Silverdome set a USFL attendance 
record, an achievement that the USFL's first full-time employee should be 
especially proud of, too. 

Born April 26, 1927, in Oakland, Ca., Ralston graduated from Norway 
(Mich.) High and returned to the West Coast to attend the University of 
California. At Berkeley, Ralston played linebacker on two Rose Bowl teams 
before graduating with a physical education degree in 1951. 

Ralston coached at the high school level in the Bay Area for the next five 
years, spent three seasons as an assistant at California, then was named 
head coach at Utah State in 1959. In four years at Utah State he compiled a 
31-11-1 record, two Skyline Conference championships and coached future 
NFL stars Merlin Olsen, Lionel Aldridge and Bill Munson. 

He moved to Stanford in 1963, compiling a 55-36-3 record in nine seasons. 
In his last two seasons at Stanford, 1970 and 1971, Ralston led his team to 
Pac 8 titles and Rose Bowl wins over Ohio State (27-17) and Michigan (13- 
12). Stanford quarterback Jim Plunkett won the Heisman Trophy in 1970 
under Ralston. 

Ralston moved to the professional ranks in 1972 with the Denver Broncos. 
In 1973, he was named AFC Coach of the Year by UPI and Kansas City's 
Committee of 101 after Denver had its first-ever winning season (7-5-2). In 
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five seasons with the Broncos, Ralston guided the team to three winning 
seasons — the franchise's only winning seasons to that time. 

After being out of football in 1977, Ralston returned in 1978 to assist Dick 
Vermeil with the Philadelphia Eagles. He became an administrator with San 
Francisco in 1979, spending two seasons with the 49ers. 

A professional speaker for 11 years, Ralston often addresses motivational 
management seminars and recognition banquets. 

He and wife Patti have three children: twin daughters Terry and Sherry and 
son Larry.

Along with being a partner in the Oakland Invaders, Friedman now oversees 
the non-football areas of the organization as executive vice president. 

Born July 8, 1934, in Newark, N.J., Friedman graduated from Peddie 
Institute in Hightstown, N.J. After attending Cornell University, he earned a 
marketing degree from New York University in 1956, followed by two years in 
the U.S, Coast Guard.

MONSIGNOR MICHAEL 
O’BRIEN AWARD 


Raymond Chester, the Invaders’ AIl-USFL tight end, was voted by his 
teammates to receive the inaugural Monsignor Michael O'Brien Award, 
emblematic of the player who best demonstrates the spirit of “team before 
self.” 

Chester, who led the Invaders with 68 catches in 1983, was presented the 
award prior to the start of the June 25 home finale against the Boston 
Breakers. The Downtown Oakland Booster Club — representing all Invaders 
Booster Clubs — presented the award in the spirit of the late Father O'Brien. 

O'Brien, the long-time pastor of Sacred Heart Parish in Oakland, also was 
the director of the St. Joseph's School for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing. One 
of the most loved and respected members of the East Bay community, 
O'Brien died of a heart attack May 11. 

“When Msgr. O'Brien died," said a biography distributed after his death, 
“the outpouring of people of every age and race — the high and the middle 
and the humble little ones — for the rosary and the mass was tremendous 
... He was a priest who loved everyone he ever met. He laughed his way 
through life and made others laugh with him. He had a million friends yet 
never gave himself selfishly to a few ... He went anywhere to baptize, to 
marry, to visit the sick, to bury the dead . . . He will not soon be forgotten.” 

O'Brien was a charter member of the Downtown Oakland Booster Club 
and, as its official chaplain, attended all the club's functions. 

“I'm very honored and humbled to receive this award,” said Chester, “not 
only because my teammates voted for me, but because of the man whose 
name it bears. This is very special.”

Heading the list and calling the play-by-play is KGO Radio Sports Director 
Joe Starkey who, following an early business career, dove headlong into the 
world of sports. 

His list of credits includes coverage of baseball, basketball, football, 
hockey and soccer for such teams as the Oakland Seals, Pittsburgh 
Penguins, Colorado Rockies, Minnesota Vikings, Denver Broncos and the 
University of California Golden Bears. 

lt was Starkey’s call of the final five-lateral play of the 1982 Cal-Stanford 
Big Game that captured him nationwide attention and a first place sports 
award for outstanding sportscasting from the Peninsula Press Club. 

As the Invaders enter their second season, Bob Lee joins KGO as color 
commentator. Lee, a native of Columbus, Ohio, played professional football 
for 11 seasons with the Minnesota Vikings, Atlanta Falcons and Los Angeles 
Rams, winning 69 percent of the games he started.

USFL COMMISSIONER 
CHET SIMMONS 


USFL Commissioner Chet Simmons is no stranger to 
the challenges of building new sports enterprises. 

In the late 1950s, he helped transform a small produc- 
tion company — Sports Programs, Inc. — into what is 
now ABC Sports. Simmons guided and helped develop 

. the American Football League's first television package. 

As a major sports executive for NBC (1964-79), includ- 
ing the presidency of NBC Sports (1977-79), Simmons 
developed Sportsworld and was involved in securing the 

1980 Summer Olympics for the network. Earlier, Simmons helped engineer 
the AFL's move to NBC, a move regarded as key to the AFL's survival and 
subsequent growth. 

To round out his quarter of a century in television, Simmons accepted the 
challenge of president and chief executive officer of ESPN, which, under his 
guidance (1979-82) became the largest advertiser-supported cable network. 

On June 14, 1982, Simmons was named USFL Commissioner. He guided 
the new league through an inaugural campaign which saw over 2¥2 million 
fans view USFL action in person; which saw a final television rating a full 
rating point above the original projections; and which established the USFL 
as a major sports enterprise. 

The signing of Heisman Trophy winners Herschel Walker and Mike Rozier, 
the continued development of first-year USFL signees such as Kelvin Bryant, 
Trumaine Johnson, Irv Eatman, Tim Spencer, et. al, and the addition of star- 
quality NFL veterans, has provided the league with an increased sense of 
identity going into its second season. “What we're dealing with is the sport of 
professional football, certainly the most popular sport in this country," 
Simmons says. "| do not believe there is too much football these days. What 
there has been is too much football that hasn't been interesting. 

“The biggest challenge we face in 1984 is to continue to build the USFL in 
the eyes of the fans, the media and the marketplace,” he says. "We have a 
bigger job in front of us now than before. In our first year, we had a curiousity 
factor at work, which we do not have anymore. Thus, we have accelerated 
our marketing strategy in each league city which hopefully will result in 
greater in-stadium attendance and increased television ratings.” 

To meet this end, Simmons sees the league continuing to develop star 
players from the college ranks and continuing its selected signings of NFL 
veterans. 

“With our six expansion teams broadening our exposure base, | can only 
see the television numbers going up,” Simmons says, adding that the 
realignment of the franchises into two conferences (Eastern & Western, with 
two divisions each) “will create natural rivalries and important games,” 
thereby accelerating interest. 

Chester R. Simmons was born in New York City and raised in Ossining, 
N.Y., and Pawtucket, R.l. An alumnus of the University of Alabama, he 
participated in one of the first mass media programs offered at the under- 
graduate level. He did his graduate work in radio and television at Boston 
University. 

Simmons and his wife, Harriet, have four children and live in Cos Cob,

Expansion club rosters must be reduced to 53 players on Feb. 25. Each 
charter club will have a 40-man active roster and a 10-man developmental 
squad. Each expansion club will have a 40-man active roster and a 13-man 
developmental squad until March 5 when each expansion club must release 
three players to conform to the standard limit of 40 active players and 10 
developmental players. A club may activate or de-activate players with no 
limitations on the number of activations or de-activations. Each club has the 
option, up to one hour prior to kickoff, to activate up to three (3) players from 
the developmental squad to the active roster. 
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PLAYOFF INFORMATION 


After the 18-game regular season, the four division champions automatically 
qualify for the USFL Playoffs. Two wild card clubs (clubs with the best 
record, other than the division champions) from each conference also 
qualify. 


In each conference, the division champion with the best won-lost-tied 
percentage (No. 1 seed) will host the wild card club with the second-best 
won-lost-tied percentage (No, 4 seed), while the division champion with the 
second-best won-lost-tied percentage (No. 2 seed) will host the wild card 
club with the best won-lost-tied percentage (No. 3 seed). 


The winners of the divisional playoff games will meet for the conference 
championship in the city of the higher seed. 


DIVISION TIES 


If at the end of the season, two or more clubs in the same division finish with 
the best won-lost-tied percentage, the following steps will be taken until a 
champion is determined:
